Dauid his ſpilling of bloode, may 
leame a greater offente than Saul his 
ſparing of bloode: Peters denying may 
ſeame a greater treſpaſſe, than Magus his 

defire of buying. 5 
But it is the poyſoned malice ok the 
heart which eſpetially maketh the ſinne 
to be moſt deadly, x then is it a venom in⸗ 
curable whe it offendeth neither ok igno⸗ 
ranceno? of inſirmitie, but of ſet purpoſe 
c euen in deſpiteof p ſpirit of grace, as 
didp maliceof the Libertines & Cyreni- 
ans, who withſtoode Stephen though they 
. coulde,

in Stepllen, And as did the ennie of Cain 
who hated not his brother, but the vertue 
of his brother, and woulde haue no peace 
with him, becauſe he would not be as 
vngodly a man as himſelfe.
